In  early  August  of  1 997.  Coach  Larry 
Lessett  called  John  Johnson,  a local  insurance 
agent  known  for  his  heavy  involvement  in 
youth  soccer,  to  pose  an  interesting  question. 
If  Hiwassee  College  were  to  have  a soccer 
team,  would  he  be  interested  in  being  the 
coach?  Alter  confessing  his  inexperience 
with  the  game  on  the  college  level,  he  agreed. 

Much  of  the  team  was  assembled  by 
sophomore  Mark  Britton,  whose  dream  this 
really  was.  Mark.  Charles  Plemons.  Eric 
McDonald.  Mike  Taylor,  and  Robert  Koch 
had  played  together  in  high  school  and  truly 
loved  the  sport.  The  team  was  boosted  by  the 
tour  students  from  Costa  Rica,  who  came  with 
experience,  knowledge,  and  passion  to  play. 
Others  were  added,  including  Stanley  Bryant, 


a tremendous  asset  as  a goalkeeper. 

In  late  August,  Coach  Johnson  and 
his  eighteen  players  traveled  to  Bryan  College 
to  open  the  season.  This  was  the  first  college 
soccer  match  most  of  the  team  had  ever  seen, 
much  less  participated  in.  At  the  end  of  the  day, 
most  realized  that  the  team  had  to  learn  some 
things  very  quickly  in  order  to  compete.  They 
did!  Over  the  next  eight  weeks,  they  played 
thirteen  matches  against  the  likes  of 
Covenant,  Maryville  College,  Tennessee 
Wesleyan,  UT  Chattanooga,  and  UT 
Knoxville. 

In  general,  they  played  part  of  the 
match  against  the  starting  rotation  of  these 
larger  four-year  schools,  with  the  opponents 
having  the  luxury  of  substitutions.  In  most 


matches,  Hiwassee  had  only  three  or  four 
substitutes  on  the  bench.  One  injur\. 
therefore,  was  a huge  disadvantage. 

The  team  finished  2-11-1  for  their 
inaugural  season.  Losses  were  by  only  the 
slimmest  of  margins,  and  the  team  was  very 
proud  of  its  performance.  Look  for  them  next 
year:  they  will  be  back  in  the  NJCAA  for  the 
Fall  of  1998.
